Source of Supply 

The city water supply is furn- 
ished from the following sources: 

1. Gravity. Water is collected j 
in Little Santa Anita Canyon at | 
the “Quarter-Way,” which is a' 
small concrete intake dam, and 
Uken by a pipe line down the' 
canyon by gravity to the system. 
This intake was practically de- 
stroyed in the flood of 192b and 
has since then required additional 
temporary work done each year 
at considerable expense. 

2. Tunnels. At the mouth of the 

canyon are tunnels constructed 
into the east and west sides of 
the canyon which intercept some 
of the underground water passing 
through the loose formation. This 
is carried through a 16-inch rivet-. 
ed steel pipe by gravity to the ^ 
Grove Street reservoir. A portion ; 
of this line w-as replaced with new ; 
pipe in the last bond issue but; 
there still remains 1500 feet of 
the line which is badly deterior¬ 
ated, being full of leaks, requires : 
considerable repair and mainten-! 
ance, and will not carry more i 
than half its capacity. ; 

It is also proposed to develop; 
some springs near the Quarter- ^ 
w'ay intake in the mountains, by 
extension of a tunnel and pipe 
line and to collect water now run- , 
ning in the open channel, which | 


is a menace to health, 
i 3. Wells in Santa Anita Basin. 
.The Santa -Anita basin is a rather 
small basin bounded on the south 
by the Raymond Dike, which is 
south of Foothill Boulevard, and 
on the west by the Eaton Wash. 
This basin is the main reliable 
' source of w-ater for the entire 
Sieira Madre and .Arcailia dis¬ 
tricts. 

Various experts in water supply 
who have made a study of this 
basin are of the opinion that it is 
being slowly depleted. This is 
evident by the lowering of the 
water plane of said basin through 
' a period of years. Since 1923 
the water level in this basin has 
receded or lowered approximately 
45 feet. This lowering necessi¬ 
tates expensive alterations of the 
pump equipment every few years 
by increasing the size of the mo¬ 
tors and lowering of the pumps. 
The most economical means of re¬ 
plenishing the basin is by ti^ use 
of the “spreading grounds,” which 
consists of a series of basins, 
shafts and channels excavated in 
the porous gravel abov'e the pres¬ 
ent wells and during the winter 
months to run the surplus flow 
into the gravels, thereby replen¬ 
ishing the basin for the following 
dry season. 

The present main pump has a 
capacity of 900 gallons per min¬ 
ute and is being replaced with a 
larger pump having a capacity of 
1350 gallons per minute. The 
new pump will be placed at a 
lower level than the present 
pump. The cost of this work is 
$3,700 and must be paid out of 
the general water funds unless 
the bonds are voted. 

-Main Well. There is an old 
well in the canyon, installed to 
serve the canyon tract at the 
time it was subdivided, which was 
taken over by the city at the 
time the tract was accepted. It 
was at one time equipped to pump 
water into the system and, it is 
probable that a small, steady sup¬ 
ply can be obtained from this 
well by deepening it and possibly 
extending a shaft across the bot- 
tom of the canyon to intercept | 

: an underground flow. This can | 
i only be determined definitely after ^ 
the bands have been voted. It will j 
take considerable investigation to; 

' determine the advisability of this j 

plan. . r. i 

Any water obtained in the high¬ 
er levels is far more economical 
than having to boost the water 
from the lower elevations, and 
every available source of moun¬ 
tain supply should be developed 
where the cost of same is not 
excessive. 

Pipe Lines. It is contemplated ; 

' to replace more of the old orig -1 
inal deteriorated pipe in many of | 
' the streets and in a few instances ■ 
to increase the size of small pipe , 
that is inadequate, to give proper 
service. No pipu that has been 
put in from the 1920 to 1924 
, bond issues will be replaced. 

Pipe lines to be constructed 
! uniler the new bond issue, when 
installed, will provide the city 
with a nearly new pipe system, 
leaving only such of the old orig¬ 
inal mains as are in good condi¬ 
tion. 

The water superintendent re¬ 
ports that since August, 1927, (10 
months) over $11,500 has been 
expended from the general water 
fund for maintaining and replace¬ 
ment of old mains, necessary re- 
p^irs to tunnels by reason of the 
construction of the new flood con¬ 
trol dam and the alterations to 


pump and well changes hereto¬ 
fore stated. The e.xpenditure of 
this amount can be lookeil forward 
to from year to year if the bond 
issue is not voted. This high 
maintenance charge can be nearly 
eliminated and should be borne by 
the city as a whole and not by 
the water consumers only. 

Some of the streets have two j 
pipe lines for a short distance, j 
one being for local service, serv -1 
ing one one from the main feed,' 
the other line being the service of 
some other zone lower down. 

Ghlorination Plants 

VVe have been requested by 
health authorities to chlorinate 
water in the mountain streams to 
prevent contamination and also if 
water is developed in the Manni 
well it should be chlorinated. The 
bond issue provides sufficient sum 
to install two chlorinating plants 
w’hich also must be provided out 
of the general water fund unless, 
the bond issue is carried. I 

.Additional Storage 

The new reservoir proposed to 
be constructeil in the northeast 
section of the city is to prox ide 
for additional storage in the east 
and south section of the city, as 
one reservoir now takes care of 
this large territory. 

Fire Proti’Ction 

One of the most important fac¬ 
tors in an up-to-date domestic 
water system is the provision of 
adequate pressure and supply for 
I fire protection. Many of the old 
mains are of insufficient size to 
provide ample pressure in case of 
a serious fire although they are 
large enough to supply the pres¬ 
ent household use. 

It is contemplated to install 
.several 10-inch mains in a grid 
system for this purpose and to 
install additional fire hydrants 
throughout the city. 

The city has a bonding limit at 
the present time of approximately 
$553,000 and bonds now outstand¬ 
ing amount to $292,150. 

Should some of the old pipe 
proposed to be replaced, be found 
to be in good condition, it will 
not be removed. -All of the bonds 
need not be sold and a portion of 
them may be cancelled if the 


money is not required. 

The attention of the voters is 
called to two colored maps show¬ 
ing the proposed new pipe line, 
now posted at the city hall and in 
a window of the Sierra Madre 
News.

'J'he 1928 fire regulations for 
the national fore.sts of California 
and Southwe.stein Nevada were 
announced today by District For¬ 
ester S. H. Show, chief of the 
California district. United States 
Forest Service. 'I’he.se are: 

1. A camp fire permit mu.-,t be 
secured before building any out¬ 
door fires on national forest land,’ 
including fire.s in stoves burning | 
wood, gasoline or kerosene. A 
new form of permit will be used 
valid, and must also register his 
name, address, auto make and li- ] 
cense number, number of people 
in party and destination, before, 
receiving his permit. Camp fire; 
permits may be secured from any j 
federal or state forest officer,: 
automobile clubs and other desig¬ 
nated agents. 

2. A shovel and ax must be 
carried by each automobile and 
pack outfit party camping in the 
national forests. Travelers are 
urged to equip themse'ves with 
u.sable shovels having an 8-inch 
blade and a Sfi to 42-inch handle, 
and axes (either single or louble ' 
bitted( weighing 2'/i pounds or | 
more, with a 28 to 28-inch handle. , 

8. No smoking will be permit-{ 
ted on national fore.st land luring 
the fire .season, except in camps 
or at places of habitation. 

4. In certain national fore.sts in , 
Southern California, the building 
of camp and picnic fire.s will be 
restricted to improved and posted 
camp grounds. 

“These regulations,” said Di.s- 
trict Forester .Show, “will be 
strictly enforced and will be most 
effective if backed by the hearty 
cooperation of all visitors to the 
national forests. In 1927, Cali¬ 
fornia had more timber, brush 
and grass fires than in any like 
period on record. This year prom- 
i.ses to be a bad fire season and 
we are earnestly soliciting as¬ 
sistance in fire prevention from 
every citizen who has an interest 
in the con.sen’ation of the timber, 
water, forage, wild life and rec¬ 
reational resources of the state.’

National Conference In Los 
Angeles Emphasizes 
Importance 

Sierra Madre People Attend 
the Sessions and Visit 
Public Parks 


Sierra Ma<lre people interested 
in public parks and beautiful rec¬ 
reation spots have hail a rare op¬ 
portunity for enjoyment this week 
in the sessions of the eiKhth 
national conference on state parks 
in I.os Angeles. After holding a 
session in San Fiancisco, some of 
the leaders of the movement came 
to I.os .Angeles for meetings on 
■Monday and Tuesday. 

.Among those attending the in- 
.spiring and informing sessions 
were Mr. and Mrs. E. H. Eur- 
bank. Mines. W. J. Lawless, I.aura 
.M. Cline, John H. Osgood, Frank¬ 
lin Swift, Miss Clara Sykes and 
.Miss Harriet Grant, .Mrs. C. W. 
Jones, .Miss Virginia Jones, .Mr. 
and Mrs. 11. S. Corlett and Jack 
Corlett. 

The .Monday sessions were held 
in the I.os .-Angeles chamber of 
commerce and were followed by a 
tour of Griffith Park and the Cal¬ 
ifornia Botanical Gardens in Man- 
deville Canyon. On Tuesday the 
visitors were taken on a tour of 
the Big Pines County Park. 

The speakers included Stephen 
T. Mather of Washington, D. C., 
director ,of the national park ser¬ 
vice, Major William -A. Welsh, 
general manager of the Palisades 
Interstate Park of New York, Col. 
Richard I.ieber, director of the de¬ 
partment of conservation of the 
state of Indiana, and Duncan Mc¬ 
Duffie of the California park 
system. 

-All the speakers dwelt upon the 
importance of developing a state- 
owned system of public jilay- 
grounds in the natural beauty 
spots of mountains and seashore. 
The bond proposition which will 
be voted on in November,, which 
provides a means for the .state 
sharing with local communities 
the cost of aciiuiring land for 
such purposes, was heartily en¬ 
dorsed.

III CalaA os, 
Says E.\pert 

rniveisity Chemi.st Finds the 
Avocado is Rich in 
Vitamin B 

One calavo, the highe.st grade 
of the fruit sometimes called the 
avocado, is equivalent in Vitamin 
B content to six cakes of com¬ 
pressed yeast, according to Dr. 
I/elloy .S. Weatherby, profe.ssor of 
chemistry at the University of 
Southern California, where experi¬ 
ments to determine the content 
of A’itamin B in the calavo have 
just been completed. 

Vitamin B is the anti-neurotic 
and growth promoting vitamin, 
Dr. Weatherby explained, and 
therefore announcement of the 
completion of the tests which show 
it to be present in unusually high 
quantities in the calavo, which is 
strictly a California product, is 
expected to prove welcome to 
growers of the fruit as well as 
to its users the world over. 

In experimenting to measure 
the comparative Vitamin B con¬ 
tent of yeast and calavos. Dr. 
Weatherby used white rats, de¬ 
priving them of the vitamin for a 
period and then taking careful 
observations of their growth and 
development under yeast and cal¬ 
avo diets. Scores of rats under¬ 
went the experiments which were 
carried on in the University of 
Southern California for more than 
a year. 

.Although the Vitamin B series 
of experiments was completed 
first.

As 
Dr. Weatherby’s tests seek also 
to increase present knowledge per¬ 
taining to the nature of vitamins 
as well as to determine their oc¬ 
currence in the calavo, scientists 
thruout the country are watching 
with interest each step of the 
University of Southern California 
tests.

Chicago and the middle west are 
interesting—in spots—and bear- 
I able for a little while if one has 
relatives there, but there’s no 
place like Sierra Madre. .At least 
that is the judgment of the Rev. 
F. G. Moss who went east last 
month to spend the summer. Of 
cour.se the News follows him there 
so he can keep in touch with 
“home,” and his friends here will 
be glad to read the following let¬ 
ter just received from him: 

Chicago, July 1, 192S. 
Dear Friends: 

I have been in Chicago over two 
weeks, the tjueen City of the 
Lakes; her dress is regal, the per¬ 
fection of art, which means it is 
all inan.-maile—what a contrast 
with God-made Sierra Madre, from 
His loving creative hand came the 
lofty mountains; luxuriant trees, 
and blooming tlowers as well as 
the rich vineyards. From man¬ 
made Chicago come the sky-scra¬ 
pers, the parks and boulevards, 
and they are beautiful as art can 
make them. But when winter 
comes, what a change! Naked 
trees, snow-clad streets, chilly 
and frost-bitten park.s—the only 
things that stand erect, in the 
midst of howling winds and rag¬ 
ing storms, are the sky-scrapers, 
the wonder is that .some of them 
are not blown over, they are so 
tall. Winter here lingered long in 
the lap of Spring, till Summer 
surprised it and drove it away. 
We have had some sunny June 
days. I .say “some,” for we have 
had much rain, thunder and light¬ 
ning. 1 have never witnessed 
such electric storms. When it 
thunders you would think several 
bombs were exploding, and the 
house crumbling over your head. 
.And when it lightnings, the whide 
heaven is lit up and forked ton¬ 
gues of electricity are .seen shoot¬ 
ing everywhere in the sky. During 
the last storm I sighed for the 
calm sweetness of Sierra .Madre. 
If it were not the magnet of 
loving children, I never would 
leave the sacred soil of “home, 
sweet home.” 

I am told that Chicago is to 
have the world’s tallest and larg¬ 
est building, seventy-live stories 
high, fifteen stories nearer the 
clouds than the Woolworth Build¬ 
ing, New A'ork. Its height will 
he .Sl.o feet, the Woolworth being 
792 feet. It will be known as 
“.Apparel Manufacturers’ Mart,” 
its purpose primarily being the 
concentration of inen.s women’s 
and children’s wearing apparel 
I concerns. In addition it is to 
[contain a 1000-room hotel, 1200- 
I car garage, two good sized audi¬ 
toriums and an open air swimming 
pool on the roof. It will cover 
two entire city blocks, down town, 
near the lake. The cost will be 
$1.'>,000,000. 

If 1 come this way next year 
I will probably see it and explore 
it. 

There has been some excite¬ 
ment this week over the demo¬ 
cratic convention at Houston. We 
listened in on the radio and got 
several thrills over the speeches 
and cheers. And now comes a 
red-hot campaign. It looks to me 
like a great race, and the most 
popular hor.se is going to win, and 
not by many lengths. 

I pen these few lines to let you 
know I am well and hearty, en¬ 
joying my visit, but ever loyal to 
Sierra Madre. Remember me 
kindly to all friends.

Heart of Composer 

Arthur Sullivan sketched out the 
complete setting of “The Lost 
Chord” while ho sat by the death¬ 
bed of Ids brother, Frederic. It 
was Ids Inst composition for many 
months. 'The song, when puhllstied, 
swoiit the world, and the Inevitable 
penalty of [lopuhirlty follo ved—It 
was iwirodied, to Sullivan's disgust. 
He wrote to the parodist: 

“I wrote ‘The Lost Chord’ In sor¬ 
row at my brother Fred's death. 
Don’t btirle.sque It.’’ 

Sullivan gave one ol Ids manu¬ 
script copies of “The Lost (!hord” 
—those scribbled notes that had 
come from the di'pth of tds suffer¬ 
ing—to Ids lifelong friend, .Mrs. 
Ronalds, a famous American hoste.ss 
living in London. She was a very 
gifted amateur singer and Sullivan 
openly said that she alone brought 
tears to Ids eyes with Ids own 
note.s. .Mrs. Ronalds’ rendition of 
“The I.ost Chord” was famous. 
King Fdward—then prince of Wales 
—once remarked that he would 
travel the length of Ida future king¬ 
dom to hear Mrs. Ronalds sing 
“The I.ost Chord.” 

When she passed on the manu¬ 
script was, by her Instructions, 
burled with her.—Kansas City Star.
